j HOW TO COOK OATMEAL. 

How It H Served in Thin CoantiT and la 
**Aald Kcutlaod.** 

' In making oatmeal jiorriilge, the 
meal is stim-l into boiling water with 
a (lorridge stick, while the water is kept 
all the lime at a brisk boil Care 
should be taken to prevent the meal 
from forming knots, as it will do if 
dropiHNl into tho water in too large 
•iusulities. Tlic he-^t way is to take a 
iiandfiil of tin* meal and let it drop into 
the ivceptaclc by the rubbing of the 
tliuiiih against the lingers. At first the 
water will show ebullition or boiling 
up -o-iii after tile meal begins to go 
into it. and this will be kept up until 
alxiut the time when enough of tho 
meal has Ic.-r'n added. Fine meal is 
more likely lo knot than the coarse 
meal. It takes exjH*riuiico to tell when 
just the am- mnt of meal needed has 
bi>en its«Hl, the thickness «sf the ]K>rridge 
loeiiig the test. No mo.'Lsiiremcnt of 
water ami !t*<*al will ilo. The oatmeal 
may Ijo stirred in cohl water before 
cooking, but thi- makes more labor and 
the cooking is not s i well done as in 
the otlmr w.sy. Bnt if the cold water 
mixing is rcsorital t<i, the meal should 
be ground to the iiu>-st flour. 

If any oilier meal is mixed with oat- 
meal. as is soiiicUmes iloiic, rice meal is 
reganled as the U-st, though barley, 
U*aii, jiea and wl«*al mc.-Us may be used. 
Only a small qiiaiilily of the rice meal 
shoiihl lie usjsL Dut straight oatmeal 
wouhl be preferred by the true lover of 
this ciTcal.
